A. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that th 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "within the master unit of 5,298,904, there was no phase detector for comparing the phase of 
each of the carriers of RF third signal' in the claims 1, 21, 61, 91) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 R2d 

1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993); furthermore, in 5,298,904 within the master unit of there is phase detector for comparing the 
phase (fig. 5, unit 275, 269). 

B. Applicant argue that 5,298,904 does not receives a second RF signal in the master unit. 5,298,904 discloses receiving a second RF 
signal in the master unit in fig. 5, unit 251, 255, 259, 269), in facts 5,298,904 receives multiple RF signal along with the first signal in fig. 
5, unit 275, 281, 251, 269. 
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
